TO  THE  TEACHER 

1.  Picture  Interpretation  and  Language  Growth. 

This  page  introduces  the  word  Tom,  and  promotes  the  ability  to 
read  pictures  in  sequence.  Help  the  children  read  the  pictures 
from  left  to  right.  Encourage  free  exchange  of  ideas. 

2.  Kinesthetic  Recognition.  Kinesthetic  tracing  of  the 
word  is  helpful  to  many  children,  as  it  focuses  attention  on  word 
configuration.  First  write  tHe  word  on  the  chalkbdard  and  show 
the  children  how  to  make  a line  between  the  "tracks.” 

The  second  exercise  strengthens  eye-and-hand  co-ordination, 
as  well  as  left-to-right  progression,  and  offers  an  opportunity 
to  use  the  words  left  and  right. 

3.  Word  Matching.  In  giving  the  directions  for  this  ac- 
tivity be  sure  that  the  meaning  of  the  word  row  is  made  clear. 
For  the  immature  children  it  may  be  necessary  to  duplicate  one 
row  on  the  chalkboard  and  supervise  marking  this  before  the 
children  begin  to  work  independently.  Remind  the  children  of 
the  capital  and  small-letter  forms  of  ride. 

4.  Associating  Text  with  Pictures.  Point  out  the  appro- 
priateness of  the  text  that  goes  with  each  picture.  Encourage 
discussion  of  the  four  pictures  in  sequence  and  ask  the  children 
to  predict  the  outcome  of  the  race.  Allow  them  to  retell  the 
story  in  their  own  words. 

5.  Kinesthetic  Recogpition;  Main  Idea.  Supervise  the 
tracing  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  the  broken  lines.  In  the  sec- 
ond exercise  emphasize  that  the  two  sentences  in  each  box  must 
be  read  before  the  correct  picture  is  selected. 

6.  Initial  Consonant.  The  purpose  of  this  page  is  to  give 
practice  in  auditory  discrimination.  Emphasize  that  "Betty”  is 
the  key  picture  and  word.  Help  the  children  hear  the  same  be- 
ginning sound  in  the  names  of  the  other  pictures  in  the  box.  The 
first  section  stresses  auditory  likenesses  in  words;  the  second 
gives  practice  in  perceiving  these  likenesses  when  words  with 
different  initial  sounds  are  introduced.  Demonstrate  the  new 
directional  activity  "draw  a line  around.” 

7.  Dictionary  Cards.  Sentence  Comprehension. 
Point  out  that  the  line  is  drawn  from  the  correct  sentence  to  the 
dot  before  the  picture  in  order  not  to  mar  the  picture  and  word  card. 

8.  Dictionary  Cards.  Matching  Words  and  Pictures. 
Discuss  the  differences  in  appearance  and  use  of  manuscript  and 
printed  forms.  Explain  thajt  only  one  part  of  the  picture  will 
have  a line  drawn  around  it.  After  finishing  page  8 the  chil- 
dren may  cut  out  the  cards  along  the  broken  lines'^nd  use 
them  as  picture  and  word  cards.  Have  the  children  keep  them 
safely  in  an  envelope  or  box. 

9.  Associating  Text  with  Picture.  Emphasize  that  both 
sentences  in  the  box  must  be  read  before  selecting  the  correct 
picture.  Explain  that  the  pictures  are  related  but  only  one  is 
correct. 

10.  Kinesthetic  Recognition;  Reading  Titles.  Tracing 
the  word  and  in  capital  and  small-letter  forms  will  foeus  atten- 
tion on  word  configuration.  Explain  to  the  children  that  they 
are  to  select  the  best  title  for  each  picture. 

11.  Rhyming  Elements.  Discuss  the  picture  in  the  box  in 
the  first  row.  Direct  the  children  to  listen  carefully  to  the  ending 
sound.  Make  sure  they  can  identify  the  three  other  pictures  in 
the  row.  The  page  should  be  done  orally  before  the  children 
mark  the  rhyming  pictures. 

12.  Kinesthetic  Recognition;  Seeing  Relationships. 

Emphasize  the  left-to-right  progression  in  tracing  the  word 
come.  Discuss  the  clues  in  the  pictures  and  sentences  which 
help  the  children  find  the  correct  answer. 

13.  Dictionary  Cards.  Kinesthetic  Recognition.  Guide 
the  children  in  finding  the  words  that  match  the  picture  and  word 
on  the  Dictionary  Card.  Supervise  tracing  the  word  airplane. 


14.  Dictionary  Cards.  Matching  Words  and  Pictures 

Lined  paper  may  be  placed  under  the  manuscript  words  at  th 
left  and  used  as  copy  material.  See  page  8. 

15.  Initial  Consonants.  The  purpose  of  this  page  is  t< 
maintain  initial  b and  introduce  initial  m and  s.  Discuss  th 
key  pictures  and  words.  Have  the  children  listen  carefully  t( 
the  beginning  sounds. 

16.  Sentence  Comprehension;  Picture  Clues.  Explai 
that  careful  examination  of  the  first  picture  will  help  them  com 
plete  the  sentence  correctly. 

17.  Kinesthetic  Recognition;  Main  Idea.  Stress  the  im 
portance  of  reading  all  the  sentences  in  each  box  and  looking 
carefully  at  all  the  pictures  before  selecting  the  answers. 

18.  Capital  and  Small-Letter  Forms.  Supervise  ‘care 
fully  the'  activity  in  the  first  box.  Help  the  children  to  start  th 
second  box  and  allow  them  to  finish  the  page  independently.
